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Response to Amendment/Arguments 
1 . The proposed amendment changes the phrase "configured to" to "which". The 
applicant also argues that the pending claims describe a battery pack having electrical 
leads which couple the storage cells to an intrinsically safe hand held instrument. The 
cited references do not show the claimed invention in the context of all of the claimed 
elements. This amendment does not change the scope of the claims because of the 
following reasons. While the limitation "for an intrinsically safe hand held portable 
instrument" has been considered, it is noted that intended use limitations limit the claims 
only insomuch as the prior art must be capable of performing the intended use. As 
previously stated in the final rejection, the Stafford and Dansui references both disclose 
electrical contacts that are capable of coupling to an intrinsically safe hand held portable 
instrument. Therefore, upon further consideration, claims 1-11 and 24-35 stand 
rejected under the previously stated 103 rejections. 
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
